Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork E.) said that he 
would support the bill if the Army was used 
for some useful purpose. It could be use- 
fully engaged if the Government would de- 
clare war on the greatest persecutors that 
the world had even known—if it declared 
war on Russia. The Russian Government 
were the greatest persecutors and crucifiers 
of religion that ever existed, and if war was 
declared he would be the first recruit. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (Minister for 
Justice)—-Has the Deputy consulted with 
Deputy Cooney on that question? (Laughter.) 

Mr. KENT—No, I never consulted anyone. 

Mr. DAVJIN—Deputy Cooney has retired 
from the position of Minister for War.

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that he 
would like to see the spirit of the volunteers 
of 1914 in the country again.

SCANTY ATTENDANCE FOR 
DEBATE. 


On the resumed debate on the second 
teading of the Old Age Pensions Bill, 1929 
(a private mtasure introduced by Fianna 
Fail deputies to amend previous Acts), 

Mr. WALSH (F.F., Mayo S&S.) said that 
they wanted to see that anything an old 
person got in the way of charity should not 
he assessed as portion of income. It would 
be interesting to watch whether the old age 
pensioners who improved their houses under 
the Gaeltacht housing scheme would suffer 
a loss of pensions in consequence. 

Mr, DOYLE (Lab., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the fault he had to find with the bill 
was that it did not go far enough. He 
hoped to see the day when the old age 
pensioners in the Free State would be as 
well treated as the oid age pensioners in 
Northern Ireland. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that 
no interest was taken in that House in those 
who worked. There were pensions for every- 
budy except those who worked during their 
lifetime. When the Military Pensions Bill 
was under discussion they had a full House, 
but that day there was a scanty attendance, 
particularly on the Government benches. He 
objected to the valuation clause, which 
penalised the man who had been thrifty and 
“improved his holding. Charity should not 
be taken into account in estimating the 
means of. a pensioner. 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) sup- 
ported whole-heartedly the clause which 
sought to remedy the situation that an aged 
destitute person who was supported by 
relatives was deprived of the pension. He 
opposed the clause which sought to ensure 
that, there would be no lessening of income 
fa the surviving pensioner when one of two 
marrie¢d pensioners died, 

CAUSE OF CUT IN PENSIONS. 

Mr. WOLFE (Ind., Cork W.) said that 
he was entirely in sympathy with old age 
pensioners, and disagreed with the past 
policy of the Government on this point. he 
cut down in old age pensions was a direct 
consequence of the insane folly of 1922-1925 
and the breaking-up of bridges and robbing 
of banks that occurred then. The old age 
pensioners should not have been selected as 
the first victims of the economy that was 
necessary by these insane actions. ‘Lhe 
reduction of old age pensions was against the 
moral conscience of the majority of the Irish 
people. ) 

It might be properly suggested that Fianna 
Fail brought forward this bill as an expres- 
sion of repentance, and he hoped to hear 
from them some expression of the regret 
which, he was sure, they felt for those 
actions. The old age pensioner should not be 
made a political stalking horse. The Labour 
Party claimed to have done a lot for the old 
age pensioners; but it was they who intro- 
duced the widows’ and orphans’ motion, 
which he regarded as a red herring drawn 
across the track of the old age pensioners’ 
route to the recovery of their full pensions. 

They should be careful not to give the old 
age pensioners a dose of eyewash, and this 
would be so, because this was a money bill, 
and, if not adopted by the Government, it 
would be useless to the msioneys. The 
Minister for Finance should try to give 
further concessions to the old age pensioners, 
and, if he would agree to do so, he (Mr. 
Wolfe) would ask Deputy Ward to with- 
draw the bill. He thought it grossly unfair 
to consider charity in estimating the means 
of old age pensioners. 
Mr. WOLFE ere

A further sitting of the Civil Service -Com- 
pensation im ah was held at 89 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday. Judge Davitt 
presided, and the other members present were 
Mr. Redmond and M. Doolin, representing 
the Department of Finance, and Mr. Kelly 
and Mr. Irvine for the applicants. 

J. W. Rooney, a postman, of Cork, said 
that, as he could not learn Irish, and promo- 
tion was impossible without a knowledge of 
that subject, he wished to resign from the 
service. He had no plans for the future, 
but would take “pot luck’’ in the labour 
market. . 

QUESTION OF GUARANTEE, 

Michael Dalton, postman, Tipperary, said 
that he was told that in his case calculated 
pension and bonas would amount to 16s. per 
week. He wanted to leave the Service to 
work on a farm which he had helped to 
purchase. 

Mr. Doolin—What were your views in 1922? 

The Witness—When we had the British 
in the country we had a better Government. 

The Chairman—If there was no guarantee 
for this pension from the British Govern- 
ment would you go out ?—No. 

The Chairman—You may take it from rne 
that the British Government have given no 
guarantee concerning the payment of your 
pension. 

Thomas O’Brien, Engineering Department 
of the Post Office, Tramore, said that he 
started work in the service as a labourer 
and raised himself to a Class B skilled work- 
man. He was earning £3 10s. per week. 
The change of Government was one reason 
why he wished to retire. He had a young 
family, and, as his friends all lived in 
London, he had made up his mind to bring 
his family over and endeavour to do better 
for them there than he was doing at present. 

The claimant explained that in his position 
he had to travel from town to town. Out 
of £3 10s. he had to pay a landlady 25s. 
per week and provide for his wife and six 
children at Tramore. When he was single 
he was “ not so bad.” éc 

Judge Davitt—Is that the change of Go- 
vernment that decided you? (Laughter.) 

The Witness—Anyway, I took it into my 
head to resign, and I have nothing whatever 
to say to the Irish Government. 

A BIRD IN HAND. 

John Courcéy, postman, Bandon, put 
forward the change of Government as his 
reason for retiring. He had served the British 
Government for 35 years, he said, and he 
deserved something. 

Asked why he preferred the pension to a 
salary, the witness replied—‘‘ A bird in the 
hand is worth two in the bush.” 

It was explained to the witness that he 
could remain in the service until he was 65, 
and that if, during the interval, his conditions 
of service were worsened he could claim a 
pension before the present Board at any time. 
Would that reassure him? he was asked 

““No, it would not,” replied the witness. 
“You will never see me at this Board again. 
I travelled from Bandon all through the night, 
and when I arrived in the city somewhere 
about two in the morning I had to walk 
about the streets; and after that, begorra, 
sir, you will never see me again. (Laughter.) 

Thomas Ostend, postman, Carnew, Co, 
Wicklow, gave as his reason for retiring, the 
change of Government.

PRESERVING POTATOES BY 
STEAM. 

In Dail Eireann.yesterday, 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Touth) asked the 
Minister for Agriculture if he could state 
how long potatoes would keep when they 
were cooked by steam; how much would he 
estimate a steaming plant to cost which would 
deal with five thousand tons in three months, 
and what would be the probable cost per ton ; 
further, if such steaming process would kill 
the black scab germ and enable the steamed 
potatoes to be sold outside the scheduled 
area, 

Mr. HOGAN, in reply, said that a method of 
preserving surplus potatoes by steaming and 
then storing them in pits for use on the farms 
on which they were grown was, he understood, 
practised to some extent in certain districts 
in Holland. Potatoes stored in this way 
could be kept in the pits for use for the 
feeding of farm animals in the following 
season, but it would appear that the material, 
like other food substances stored in a similar 
manner, rapidly decomposed after it was 
taken out of the pit, and that, therefore, it 
could not be transported for use, elsewhere 
than at the place of production without 
suffering very serious waste. 

He had no definite information as to the 
estimated cost of a washing and steaming 
plant, or of the cost per ton of preserving 
Eas by the steaming and pitting methods. 
le was advised that steaming if properly 
carried out—i.e., with due regard to tem- 
perature and duration of the process—would 
destroy the spores of black seab. 

THE FARMERS OF COOLEY. 

Replying to a further question by Mr. 
AIKIN, the Minister said that he was aware 
that there was a quantity of potatoes in 
Cooley, Co. Louth, for which a market could 
not be found even at ten shillings per ton. 
In other parts of the Saorstat where potatoes 
were grown for sale, a similar situation ob- 
tained, and the position in Cooley would not, 
therefore, be delieved to any very appreciable 
extent were it practicable to allow Cooley 
potatoes to be moved for sale in other parts 
of the Saorstat. The Department suggested 
that the Cooley growers should utilise pota- 
toes to feed live stock, and particularly pigs. 

Mr. AIKEN asked whether it was a fact 
that the farmers in Cooley had been refused 
permission to grow an increased acreage of 
beet in the coming season, and, if so, whether 
he would take the necessary steps to have 
tales gg ranted without delay, so that the 
armers could make their arrangements for 
their spring work. 

Mr. HOGAN said that he understood 
the position was as indicated in the opening 
portion of the question. He was informed 
that the agreement between the Irish Sugar 
Manufacturing Company and the Irish Sugar 
Beet Growers’ Association on the question of 
beet-growing was related to a definite 
acreage, and that the allocation of that 
acreaga was to be effected according to a 
procedure agreed upon. between the company 
and the Association. As he was not in a 
position to intervene in regard to that pro- 
cedure, he was unable to take the action 
suggested by the deputy. He was receiving, 
at an early date, a deputation from the 
Vooley district to discuss the whole situation.

In the course of a lecture given yesterday 
in University College, Dublin, on ‘‘ Some 
Aspects of the Spiritual Doctrine of St. John 
of the Cross,” Professeur Jacques Maritain 
spoke of the inspired poems of St. John 
of the Cross, in which he describes mystical 
experiences ‘which came to him. Com- 
paring him with St. Thomas Aquinas, lro- 
icsseur Maritain said that St. ‘Thomas 
Aquinas was the teacher por excellence of 
dogmatic and moral theology, and in par- 
ticular of the speculative science of con- 
templation and of union with God. St. John 
of the Cross was the teacher of the practical 
outcome of contemplation and union with 
God. The former teacher explains and 
enables to see; the other guides, For both 
these teachers and for all Christians the 
final aim of human life is to attain to God, 
which is accomplished here below by faith 
and love. 5
